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] OW and then word comes to us that some yellow jour- 
nal in Japan has broken forth in an article extremely 
unfriendly in tone towards the United States. If we hear 
news of this kind from Japan, may we not assume that 
the Japanese are kept well posted as to all these rumors 
that appear in the despatches, showing that American 
rear-admirals and other rash persons are lightly predicting 
a war between the United States and Japan within half a 
dozen years. No country in the world has a press so little 
mindful of diplomacy or so indifferent to international 
relations as that of the neighboring Republic, and if we 
are to assume that expressions used in Japanese papers de- 
note a desire on the part of that nation to enter upon a 
war, what, in view of much that appears in the newspapers 
of the Republic, are the Japanese to assume? 

What are they to think when they learn that practi- 
cally the whole navy of the United States is to be sent 
away around South America into the waters of the Pa- 
cific? That fleet has never made such a movement be- 
fore, and Japan cannot fail to understand that it is a 
demonstration for her benefit. These yellow men, it is 
to be feared, know nothing of the principles and practices 
of poker, and may not take a bluff in the spirit in which 
it is given, but may regard it as being intended either as 
an affront or a challenge. The danger of the situation is 
that Japan hasn’t enough sense to be afraid of the United 
States—hasn’t enough sense to be afraid of entering, 
even unnecessarily, upon a war that would jar the earth 
and spill an ocean of blood before it could end. A war 
between these two nations, both in a sense young, strong, 
vain, would have to be fought to the finish. There ap- 
pears to be no reason why these two nations should fight, 
except that each is provoked by the feeling that the other 
seems to have the insolence to think that it could win if 
they grappled. So one little thing after another adds to 
the growing store of ill-will. 

The vain little people of Japan are hurt to the very 
soul by the assertion of a racial superiority by the people 
of the United States. They admit no such superiority, 
but believe themselves to be the greatest race in the world. 
This idea is in their very blood and traditions, and since 
their remarkable victory over Russia it has seemed to 
have received all the verification that it would be possible 
for a racial idea to receive. Yet they find themselves 
practically excluded from the United States, whilst those 
of them who are in that country are not allowed to send 
their children to the white schools of San Francisco, but 
must herd them with the Chinese and Malay children. Not 
only so, but in the riots in San Francisco a few weeks 
ago some Japanese shops were stoned and their owners 
roughly handled in the streets. All these things constitute 
a deep affront to the pompous little race that proved too 
strong for Russia; and among them it is asked whether 
a nation that is almost nameless in international affairs 
shall be permitted to be so bold. 

Here are two quick-tempered nations, neither of which 
has ever been taught by disaster to shirk a foreign war, 
edging towards each other, making faces and taunting 
each other in a way that neither can brook. In both 
countries fire-brands are talking rashly. It is far from 
being a safe situation. Looking at the case from the pos- 
sible view-point of Japan, it seems evident that a warlike 
person in that country would say that if the two nations 
are ever to come to strife, the quicker it is begun the 
better for Japan. He might take this view for these 
reasons: The Philippines have not yet been put in a state 
of defence, nor have the people been pacified, so that those 
islands so essential to Japan and little less than a nuisance 
to the United States could be seized now. The Americans, 
too, are building a canal at Panama which, when com- 
pleted, will make it an easy matter to move a navy from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific, while now warships must go 
around by Cape Horn. In wealth the Republic excels, 
and with plenty of warning might, in a dozen years, build 
greater fleets and reach a state of preparedness that might 
be too much for Japan. Now—well, as a matter of fact, 
now a Japanese soldier might reach the conclusion that 
there is a better chance than will be likely to present 
itself again.

CORRESPONDENT ‘writes to express his regret 
i that there should be displayed on this page a tendency 
to pre-judge Orchard and the western miners in connection 
with the murder trial at Idaho~ He complains that the 
reports of the trial supplied by the Associated Press to the 
daily journals are biased and have misled me and others. 
On writing this correspondent privately, saying that if he 
had any more sure sources of information from Boise City 
than the average reader of the press despatches, I should 
be glad to have him put me in possession of them, he 
writes at some length summarizing the case from the 
miners’ standpoint. In brief, he claims that Orchard is 
not the criminal he claims to be; that he was not present 
at several of the explosions which he says he managed; 
that certain attempts at murder were in fact never at- 
tempted; that the one real crime, the murder of ex-Gov 
ernor Steunenberg, which he committed, was done for 
personal reasons, Orchard claiming that his victim had 
deprived him of a mining property now worth half a mil- 
lion dollars. A further summary of the argument against 
Orchard advanced by the miners is that he was in the em- 
ploy of the railroad detective bureau before he met Hay- 
wood and Moyer; that he reported to military head- 
quarters; that while other miners were deported and 
their houses searched, he was unmolested; that at all 
times he had free access in and out of the military lines; 
that during his imprisonment in the Boise penitentiary he 
was supplied with money by Governor Gooding; that his 
testimony was written in the form of a narrative a year 
ago and read by Detective McPartland; that he was a 
railroad detective when he wrecked the Florence and 
Cripple Creek trains, the blame for which was placed on 
the miners’ union; that when he went to Denver to make 
acquaintance with Moyer and Haywood he was_ paid 
expenses to the amount of $150 by Scott, the railway de- 
tective, Our correspondent claims that these statements 
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are all contained in Orchard’s evidence under cross-ex- 
amination, but that the Associated Press reports do not 
show fair play to the miners. 

Of one thing we may all rest assured, the evidence 
brought out in this trial cannot be suppressed, for should 
the attempt be made to send out “cooked” reports of the 
trial the scheme will fail, if for no other reason than this, 
that sensational journalism would like nothing better than 
to expose an attempt of this kind. Whatever the faults 
of yellow journalism may be, this much can be said in its 
favor, that it cannot be induced to sit quiet and let a large 
sensation of this kind remain undeveloped.

A Bank which has conducted a conserva- 
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MonrTREAL, JULY Io, 
- HE farce comedy carried on for the 
past week between the Dominion 
Coal and Dominion Steel interests, which 
has resulted in the postponement of the 
annual meeting to some indefinite date 
in the future, must appear most ludicrous 
to those who have no interests in either 
corporation. If the annual meeting had 
been held as scheduled, on Friday of last 
week, President J. H. Plummer and the 
directors who have stuck to him through 
his difficulties would have found them- 
selves down and out, for no ques- 
tion of doubt exists but that James Ross, Sir 
Henry Pellatt, Rodolphe Forget, R. B. Angus, James Reid 
Wilson and one or two more control sufficient of Dominion 
Iron common to do as they mighty well please. That the 
latter group would have tossed aside Mr. Plummer, Sir 
William Van Horne, Elias Rogers, and the remainder of 
the present “fighting” board there can also be no question 
of doubt. This would have meant an immediate concil- 
lation between the coal and steel corporations; but just 
on what basis it is of course impossible to say. As it now 
stands Mr. Plummer, thanks to the  order-in-council 
granted by the Nova Scotian Premier, is still boss of the 
concern and in a position to press his case against the 
coal company in the courts. Whether he can retain this 
position, however, for a sufficiently long period to make 
it effective as regards the lawsuit pending, is a matter 
of doubt. 
One interesting feature has been the position of Mr. 
R. Forget, His uncle and business associates have always 
been closely identified with Mr. Plummer’s party, and 
when the break came with the Coal collpany, Senator 
Forget was loud in his denunciations of Mr. James Ross’ 
action. During the heat of the present struggle and up 
to within a few days ago Senator Forget has been away 
on a fishing trip; and it was during his absence that Mr. 
R, Forget threw in his own shares and influence with the 
Ross outfit. Now the Senator has returned and Mr. R. 
Forget has gone away on a holiday to his beautiful home 
on the lower St. Lawrence. It now remains to be seen 
just what the Senator will do. Will this house with its 
heavy steel holdings be divided against itself, or will the 
Senator in his turn swing the entire lot over to the Plum- 
mer side? Up to the present Senator Forget has said 
nothing to indicate his intentions. Whether the with- 
drawal of the Forget holdings entire from the Ross side 
of the fight would seriously affect the interests of the lat- 
ter also remains yet to be seen. As it now stands what is 
known as the Ross or “peace party” have control of some 
eighty thousand shares, and it is very doubtiul if Presi- 
dent Plummer with the widely scattered small holdings 
and the difficulty of gathering in the proxies could attain 
in share-strength anything like this amount. So it would 
seem quite probable that if Sir Henry Pellatt, James Ross, 
Mr. Angus and the remainder hold together and work out 
a peace settlement at any price between the two corpora- 
tions, they will be able to carry it through whether or no. 
One of the difficulties seems to be that President Plum- 
mer’s fighting blood has been aroused to such an extent 
that nothing like a half measure will satisfy him, and so 
sure is he of his case in the courts that he would rather 
fight than not. The main struggle of the Ross and Domin- 
ion Coal interests just now is to keep it out of the courts, 
and upon some basis make an adjustment. 
*'« 
In the heat of the battle last week two new directors 
were added to the Steel board. They are 
Mr. W. G. Ross, managing director of the 
Montreal Street Railway, and Mr. George 
Caverhill, head of the wholesale firm of 
Caverhill, Learmont & Co., and chairman of the Richelieu 
& Ontario Navigation Co. For many years Mr. W. G. 
Ross was associated with Mr, James Ross, acting as con 
fidential man and private secretary. It was here that W. 
G. Ross got his start up the financial ladder. Willie Ross 
worked hard and well for James Ross, to whom, by the 
way, he is not related in spite of the name, and he quit 
Mr. Ross’ special service to enter that of the Montreal 
Street Railway, which at the time was largely owned and 
controlled by the latter gentleman. For some years W. 
G. Ross occupied the position of controller of the M. 5. 
R., and upon Mr. Fred Wanklyn’s quitting the manager 
ship of that corporation to take up the reins of the Do 
minion Coal Company as vice-president and general man 
ager, Mr. Ross became managing director of the M. 5. R. 
If straws show which way the wind blows it is evident 
that the Major Forget interests are still with Mr. Plum- 
mer, for both these new steel directors are closely identi- 
fied with the Forgets, the firm, through the Senator, prac- 
tically controlling both the M, S. R., of which Willie Ross 
is the active head, and the R. & O. Company, of which Mr. 
Caverhill is the nominal head. It is therefore far from 
likely that either of these new steel directors would take 
upon themselves positions which would be in opposition 
to the ideas of that “giant of the Street,” the Senator, for 
after all is said and done the latter is king pin, and man- 
ages to shape matters generally pretty much as he likes. 
The strong point with W. G. Ross is his executive 
ability. While yet a young man, scarcely over forty, Mr. 
Ross has shown extraordinary powers in his conduct ot 
Montreal Street Railway. Under his management this 
corporation’s business has grown wonderfully, and more 
important than that, keen attention to the public’s require 
ments and a goodly amount of diplomatic and prudent 
handling of affairs has managed to ingratiate the M. S. R. 
in general favor. Beginning life with no assets but a 
cheerful disposition and a wise head for the business be 
fore him W. G. Ross can be marked up as one of Can- 
ada’s successful men,

HOMESTEAD REGULATIONS. 


A NY even numbered section of Dominion Lands 

in Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta, 
excepting 8 and 26, not reserved, may be home- 
steaded by any person who is the sole head of a 
family, or any male over 18 years of age, to the 
extent of one-quarter section of 160 acres, more 
or less. 


moe must be made personally at the local 
land office for the district in which the land is 
situate, 

The homesteader is required to perform the 
conditions connected therewith under one of the 
following plans : 

(1) At least six months’ residence upon and 
cultivation of the land in each year for three 

ears, 

(2) If the father (or mother, if the father is 
deceased) of the homesteader resides upon a 
farm in the vicinity of the land entered for, the 
requirements as to residence may be satisfied 
by such person residing with the father or 
mother. 

(3) If the settler has his permanent residence 

ipon farming land owned by him in the oy 

his homestead, the requirements as to res 
dence may be satisfied by residence upon the 
said land. 

Six months’ notice in writing should be given 
to the Commissioner of Dominion Lands at 
Ottawa of intention toapply for patent.

( In thirty-six years many ot the young fellows

read by Secretary Irving to the society at its Saturday 
night meetings. I have secured permission to publish part 
of the article not only for its value as a juvenile effort on 
the part of Dr. Rose, but because it treats of a subject 
quite as much alive now as it was thirty-six years ago, and 
gives thereon the opinion of another eminent citiven. 

“he older members of this society.” wrote the Sam P. 
Rose of that day, “will recollect a,dispute which once took 
place in this room upon the phrase ‘She conspired the 
death of her husband.’ I listened to this discussion and 
ventured upon an opinion concerning it, but, alas! for the 
blindness of all the rest it was not received as final. With 
the view of gaining the opinion of someone qualified to 
judge, I wrote to one of the professors of the Toronto 
University on the subject, and received the following re- 
ply:

But to attempt to think or 
speak in shorthand is to rob the language of all its rich- 
ness and power.’

There was a very charming member of the Royal 
party, however, Viscount Crichton, to coach those to be 
honored and to act as a sort of stage manager. 3ut Sir 
Thomas nevertheless found the task a more difficult one 
than that of directing a great world’s highway. His in- 
stiture had been reserved as the finale of the court pro 
eclings Hon. Derik Keppel, chief equerry to the 
Prince, called his name and summoned him forward in the 
name of the King to be created Knight Bachelor. Sir 
lhomas was not in armor, but wore a plain morning coat 
and according to the prescribed rules stepped to the centre 
of the chapel and advanced to the throne unattended 
Though shaking with nervousness he showed that he could 
properly make three court bows at intervals during his 


progress, finally dropping on his knees at the foot of the 
throne. The Duke of Roxborough, who was acting as 
chief sword bearer to his Royal Highness, then with great 
aplomb handed the weapon to the Prince who touched the 
kneeling railroad magnate lightly on both shoulders, de- 
claring him “Sir” Thomas. With grace and agility unusu- 
al in most men of his age the new knight rose to his feet 
and as he did so the Prince grasped him by the hand and 
shook it warmly.

He retaliated 
by refusing to read his address of welcome as mayor of 
the city in English, whereas all the other myriad address- 
es given in that province during the visit were read in 
either in that language or in both. Mayor Parent, of 
Quebec, indeed read his in excellent English and passed 
over the formality of reading the one prepared in French. 
Prefontaine, however, took the failure to bestow knight 
hood on him as Mayor of Montreal as an offence against 
French nationality with unpleasant results.

Mr. Godkin as an Editor. 

Harry Thurston Peck in the July Ferum. : 
\ R. GODKIN as an editor had very definite and posi- 
4 tive ideas. He was bred up in the school of John 
Stuart Mill, and his own associations in this country were 
with that section of society from which come Mugwumps, 
Anti-Imperialists and men who believe on principle that 
whatever is is wrong. Mr. Godkin himself, being an 
Irishman, was also temperamentally opposed to the con- 
stituted authorities. All this made him necessarily a 
“reformer,” and his whole editorial career was a long 
battle on behalf of unpopular causes. Some of these were 
essentially right, and therefore they finally prevailed. 
Others were such as never could gain the sympathy of 
Americans, and hence they failed. 3ut into h’s advocacy 
of every cause Mr. Godkin flung himself with an intense 
ardor, 

As an editor he wielded an influence which is not to 
be measured by the length of his subscription list. What 
he taught his readers they in turn taught to others. His 
immediate appeal was to men of mind, and with them he 
wrought powerfully, Lucid as an expositor, maddening 
as an antagonist, he possessed logic, wit, sarcasm and 
irony to a wonderful degree. There was, however, another 
side to his editorial career which was less admirable. He 
resembled his formidable opponent, Charles A. Dana, in 
this one thing; that he too often allowed personal feeling 


and personal prejudice to direct his pen. Those who 
were no@ with him were anathema. He could see no vir- 
tue in even the most honorable opponent. Ile had no 


patience and no charity for such; but he stabbed them and 
slashed them unmercifully. In name, The Evening Post 
was always independent. In fact, it was the most parti- 
san journal in the United States, 


In ordinary new spapers 
men expected te 


» find misrepresentation and unfairness; 
but Mr. Godkin's attitude of high morality made these 
things appear absolutely shocking when he perpetuated 
them. And he had also the very lamentable trait of being 
quite unwilling to rectify a wrong. When he had black- 
ened an opponent's character and when he had received 
ample evidence of his error, he would still refuse to retract 
or to apologize. He would prefer even to take his chances 
ina libel suit rather than to do an act of elemental jus- 
tice; and more than once his policy cost The Post large sums 
ot money. Again, Mr, Godkin had

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THE GREAT BLUE HERON

UR canoe was idly drifting 
down a cedar margined run 
of a little unnamed river. 
Fritz was—I am ashamed to 
tell it—asleep. The last port- 

age had been awful and the fat boy 
had all he cared to carry in his own 
proper person; the flies were all too 
attentive and his jovial face looked 
like an “all red’’ map of the world; 
the frightful opening through which 
the strange mid-day snores were emit- 
ted may be likened to a volcano, sun- 
flushed and wind torn; the eyes like 
two sleeping lakes. I was pondering 
on this simile when suddenly the canoe 
ahead with Hawk in it disappeared 
from sight. I gave one swift glanc 
at the river. It was hurrying along 
at unusual speed. There was a dull 
muffled roar just ahead, and then the river seemed to 
cease. A rapids and a fall—for one infinitesimal portion 
of time the long olive green canoe seemed to poise on the 
summit of the fall even as a kingfisher steadies himself 
ere he dives. | saw the flushed face of the lad in the 
bow—bow, lad, canoe and all projecting far out into the 
air, then the craft dipped with the grace of a leaping fish 
when the leap is done and p'nged head first down the 
fall. Through the spray and the far-flung waters of our 
impact I saw dimly ahead of me a huge mass of granite 
on which the compressed river seemed to boil. Instinct- 
ively I put all my force on an indrawn paddle—we grazed 
the red edge of the danger, the bow dipped deeply to the 
swerving current, throwing a tumbling mass of water 
aboard, and just as we ploughed swiftly across the bosom 
of the fair sheltered lake below Fritz awoke and asked: 

“What are those?” 

I looked up, and in the trees that grew in the marshy 
creek beside us was a Heronry. 


Speedily the Indian had the tent up, and His Fatness 
and I were away in the canoe with the “machines.” 
When our craft entered this solitary place, I really believe 
we were the first white men that had ever intruded into 
this great swamp as our map simply indicated that we 
were on the border line of the provinces of Ontario and 
Quebec, and that the Ottawa river lay due south, 58 deg., 
8o deg. for latitude and longitude,—the furthest north I 
have ever heard of the heron. 

Deeply interested in the great birds that stood on every 
treetop, every nest and each roosting branch, we stopped 
our way and shipping our paddles watched their curious 
actions. Not a single bird had taken wing, although we 
were almost beneath the nests. Carefully I focused the 
big machine and got a view in the full plate finder of 
eleven nests, several with birds in them, and of one big 
bird just sweeping off a treetop. 

l‘ritz had a whistle attached to his hunting knife, one 
called the Devilino. Never since the makers put out this 
ear-distracting tube did it do such execution. One long 
painful rattling note Fritz sent out—there was a harsh 
cry overhead that spread from nest to nest, from top to 
top of every dead tree that held them, then, as with one 
motion, the whole Heronry took wing and the squawks 
sounded out as harshly as if we were picking the whole 
It was fairly deafening for a minute or two. 
Then the females returned to the nearest branches beside 
their nests while the males still swuag, calling, overhead. 


mass alive. 


I would, estimate there were four hundred herons in 
this dead tree colony. It is an odd fact but they seem al- 
ways to choose dead trees to build in, ones that have their 
roots well surrounded with water in the spring season. J 
suppose this keeps the prowling animals away to some 
extent, for I have never come across a heron’s nest that 
had been robbed, unless by that fiend, the egg-collecting 
biped. How I wish one of these larger birds could return 
the compliment by visiting his brick or stone-built nest

and abstracting one of his near relatives!’ What a noted 
bird it would be and how the fowls of the air would pour 
in to see the little mummies. 

Note that these nests were fully seventy-five feet from 
the water and then judge the size. Some of them were 
four-five across, regular stacks of branches, twigs, flags, 
willow shoots, grape vines. I never can see, many as I 
have examined, how the birds are able to so firmly fix the 
nests to these almost branchless trees. There is only one 
fork to hold each nest and the materials seem to be piled 
promiscuously on, yet they stand there firmly against all 
the winds that blow. Often we have seen them filled and 
piled with snow, then the melting sunrays would settle 
this down, ice would form, another severe fall of snow 
would heap it up into a mound again, until the nest and 
contents must have weighed over a hundred pounds or so. 

It was getting late now and the birds were all settling 
down beside the nests. Here where they are undisturbed, 
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Nests of the herons on the tops of the dead elms in the drowned lands. 


they feed when Nature prompts, I have known them to 
be nocturnal feeders when nearer civilization. Each male 
took up a position beside his setting mate, she with her 
long legs hinged backwards, covered the four eggs amply 
and kept them warm against the changing April weather. 
We pushed further out and listened to the quieting down 
of this strange village in the trees. At times a male 
seemed to intrude too close to her ladyship, then the long 
grey neck would suddenly rise in the air like some feath- 
ered snake and peck at and dislodge the intruder. Harsh, 
rasping cries floated out against the gloomy red that cov- 
ered and backed the scene, the tall gaunt trees stood out 
against the sunset in weird tracery, their nest-burdened 
tops alone perceptible as the red gloom faded into misty 
greys, then merged into the purples of the night. As long 
as our tiny fire cut into the blackness that enshrouded our 
camp beneath the cedars so long did the birds whimper and 
cry out; then, when camp-fire and lake and forest were 
all swallowed up in midnight darkness the Heronry slept. 


Later in the year, when the hatching days of May and 
the rearing time of June and July were over, when the 
young birds were large enough to walk readily and fly 
heavily, we resumed this most interesting study. On many 
a lake we saw them feeding, as they are widely distributed 
over Canada, even if the Heronites are few, as they fly

| Arthur Heming Gives an Instance 
Wherein a Canadian Wolf Was a

OME old hunters say that the 
tig Canadian timber wolf will 
not hunt a man, at all events 
not unless they are out in 
force. They say that asa rule 

the wolves shun the man-track. But 
there is evidence to the contrary. 
Arthur Heming, the Canadian auchor 
and illustrator of “Spirit Lake,” who 
has lived much with the fur-hunters 
of the far Northwest, tells the fol.ow 
ing gory story as an illustration: 
Several winters ago an old Dog 
rib Indian, named _ Pot-fighter’s- 
father, was trapping near Fort Rae 
on Great Slave Lake. Being in need 
of meat, he set out to hunt caribou. 
Although he had said that he would 
return to camp that night, on the 
thrd day after his departure he was 
till missing. His family became 
alarmed, and notified some neighbor 
ing hunters, who set out to trail the 
old man. After following his tracks 
for half a day, they came suddeniy 
upon the footprints of an unusually 
large wolf wlich had turned to trail 
the hunter. lor some m‘les the brute 
had evidently followed close beside 
the tral of Pot-fighter’s-father, di- 
verging at times as though seeking 
cover, and then again staiking its 
prey in the open, One Indian con- 
tinued to follow the old man’s trail, 
while the other followed thai of the 
woli. ‘The great size of the wolf's 
tracks filled 


the Indians with anxiety 
for the safety of their friend, and 
they hurred on as quickly as pos- 
sible. 

They had not gone far be-ore they 
discovered that Pot-fighter’s-father 
had come upon a herd of caribou, 
and a little further on they found 
lying on the snow a couple of caribou 
carcases that he had shot. Strange 
to say, the animals had not been 
skinned, nor had their tongues been 
removed. More remarkabte still, the 
wolf—although passing close to them 

had not stopped to feed. The In- 
dians now vividly realized their 
friend’s danger, and hurried on all the 
faster. Soon they came upon another 
dead caribou, and this time Pot- 
fighter’s-father had skinned it, and 
had cut out its tongue; but again the 
wolf had refused to touch the deer 
Continuing their pursuit, they dis- 
covered a brush wind-break where 
the hunter had evidently stopped to 
camp for the night. Now they no- 
ticed that the tracks of the wolf took 
to cover among the scrub. Approach- 
ing the shelter, they read in the snow 
the signs of a terrible struggle be- 
tween a man and a wolf. 

The hunter’s gun, snowshoes and 
sash containing his knife, rested 
against the wind-break, and his axe 
stood in the snow where he had been 
cutting brush. To the Indians the 
snow was like an open book. From 
it they read the story of the long 
drawn fight. 

Here the snow told now the great 
wolf had leaped upon the back of the 
unsuspecting man while the was car- 
rying an armful of brush, and had 
knocked h'm down, There it showed 
that the man had grappled with the 
brute and rolled it over upon its back. 
Here the signs showed where the 
woif had broken free: there, where it 
had attacked again; here, where the 
two had grappled again and in their 
struggle rolled over and over. The 
snow was now strewn with wolf-hair 
and dyed with blood. While the 
dreadful encounter raged, the battle 
ground had kept steadily shifting 
nearer to the gun. Just a couple of 
yards away from it lay the frozen 
body of poor old Pot-fighter’s-father. 
His deer-skin clothing was slit to tat-
